During 
the  year  Madelaine  Berinidei,  Constance  Sorg,  and  Donald  Mohr  with¬ 
drew,  death  claimed  Donald  Stoppenhagen,  and  we  gained  Dave  Harper, 
Dick  Koeneman  and  Kay  Hobbs. 

In  order  to  raise  funds  for  our  trip  to  Washington  all  members  par¬ 
ticipated  in  giving  two  evening  performances  of  one-act  plays.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  a  roller  skating  party  and  the  sale  of  magazine  subscriptions  were 
sponsored.  The  net  from  these  projects  amounted  to  nearly  $700. 

Ordering  and  receiving  class  rings  by  nearly  all  of  the  members  pre¬ 
sented  a  most  enjoyable  episode  of  the  year.  It  was  our  pleasure  also, 
to  win  the  class  tournament  by  defeating  the  Seniors  in  the  final  game. 
The  final  two  important  events  were  the  Junior -Senior  banquet,  which 
was  followed  by  a  movie  and  the  baccalaureate  candlelight  service. 

The  final  quarter  of  our  high  school  days  had  the  following  organiza¬ 
tion:  D.  Ruhl  as  pres.  ,  N.  Girardot  as  vice-pres.  ,  J.  Braun  as  sec.  ,
